After six months she and Bently were 
moved to Greenleaf Grammar School on 
Chadwick St. Miss Comeau said, “We 
shared the whole building with nothing 
but ghosts, goblins, and poltergiests, mind 
you! Come to find out, most of the noises 
were from snow melting off the roof.” The 
school was then proclaimed to be the only 
one with a major river running through 
campus. They then moved to NECC, as it 
stands today, seven years ago. 

Miss Comeau held a number of jobs 
from Chief Secretary, Tuition Money 
Counter, Bookkeeper of the College, 
Junior Accountant, and was last employed 
as Librarian at the LRC.

“I have complete sympathy with the 
people who are being terminated.” The 
above statement was made by John R. 
Dimitry, president of the college when he 
confirmed the fact that 11 people 
employed by the Division of Continuing 
Education (DCE) will be terminated on 
December 31. Declining to name the 
people, Dimitry said that only 6 
administrators and 5 classified employees 
were affected. 

They are: Ann E. Aman, Director of 
Outreach Services; George Capron, 
Coordinator of Cultural Affairs; Sheila 
Krim, Director of Public Relations; 
Charles Lombardo, Facilities Coordinator; 
Catherine Rheum, Assistant Director of 
Financial Aid; and Bruce Wright, 
Recreational Activities Coordinator. 

Also, Catherine Ambrose, Catherine 
Hargraves, Rosemary Walsh, Myron 
Follansbee, and Carmen Grillo. 

Dimitry stated that the basic problem is 
that tuition rates for DCE have remained 
constant since 1972. He cited “spectacular 
increases in cost” with such items as an 
18% increase in employee fringe benefits, 
collective bargaining costs, and the 3% 
assessment levied on DCE this year by 
the Massachusetts Board of Regional and 
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Pres. Dimitry discusses the finer points of 
deputy commissioner of Mass. department of commerce.

The president did, however, acknow- 
ledge that some of these people provide 
services for the entire college and “do not 
really belong to the DCE payroll.” 

Asked why they had been maintained 
on the DCE payroll, Dimitry stated, “It 
was started by my predecessor, and it was 
purely a source of funding.” He further 
explained that there are three sources of 
funds at the college: federal (largely those 
funds used for the CETA programs), 
state, and DCE. He said that the only 
source of funds that are in jeopardy are 
DCE funds. This division must exist on its 
own revenue. 


Director of Personnel, Steven Fabrucci 
said, “Those affected will be given the 
opportunity to apply for available jobs. 
They will be considered for any existing or 
upcoming openings. Some _ will be 
immediately absorbed by the 01 account 
(day division): others will be absorbed 
later.” 


Dimitry further said, “I think I can shift 
them to the day division where they will 
have stable and more permanent jobs.”

Assertion is not Agression

A meeting about assertiveness training 
took place on Wednesday, October 19, in 
room 112 at 11:00 with Psychotherapist, 
Judy Roeder. Mrs. Roeder said, “asser- 
tiveness training is based on the notion of 
saying what you think, feel and desire 
while respecting the thoughts and feelings 
of others.” 

The assertiveness training program 
deals with changing behavior so that a 
person can begin to feel better about self 
and become more aware of one’s feelings. 
This self-improvement training concen- 
trates on individuals who have a hard tir 
saying “no”. " 


The training program helps 
individuals overcome this type of behavior 
and trys to help individuals develop a 
more positive behavior.

The Bible is 
the word of God

Some students are astounded when I 
tell them I believe the Bible to be the 
Word of God. 

I can’t blame them. So much that has 
been done in the name of religion is stupid, 
and unbiblical too. 

And it has become fashionable in recent 
years to “see” in the Bible all kinds of 
errors and inconsistencies. 

Yet, no less astounding is the number of 
people who have definite negative 
opinions about the Bible who have never 
read it, much less carefully studied it. 

Let me share some of the reasons for 
believing as I do. 

(But first, please don't tell me that I 
believe the Bible because I was brought 
up to believe in it. Because if that is the 
whole truth of the matter, then your 
statement itself is merely due to your 
conditioning. There is no sense in arguing 
that way, for it destroys the possibility of 
giving reasons for or against any belief on 
any subject, including your belief about 
why people believe things!( ) 

Now, back to my reasons. 

First of all, I have found the Bible to 
speak the truth when it said that if I 
swallowed my pride and came repentently 
to God through His Son that I would find 


Or, if you prefer, consider prophecy. 

The Old Testament abounds with 
prophecies about peoples of ancient times 
and their fate. These prohecies all come 
true. So frequently has this been 
documented that some unbelieving schol- 
ars say that the prophecies must have 
been written after the events took place. 
But this cannot be so, for many of the 
elements in these prophecies were 
fulfilled after that portion of the Bible had 
already been translated into other 
languages! 

In particular, the prophecies concerning 
the Messiah were so well known that 
when the Magi came looking for the town 
of his birth they were told unhesitatingly: 
in Bethlehem. 

Now there are dozens of other 
prophecies about this one whom God 
would send: his hometown (Nazareth), his 
unusual conception, an episode in Egypt, 
rejection by his people, suffering and 
death in association with criminals, and so 
forth. 

The absurd lengths you must resort to 
in order to explain this on some 
humanistic principle is shown by the 
hypothesis of Hugh Schonfield [The 
Passover Plot]. He postulates that Jesus, 
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Professor James Gustafson 


forgiveness and a peacable fellowship with 
the Infinite-Personal God. I acted on that 
truth and came into a relationship with 
Him. 

But that, you may say, is all subjective 
(though to me nonetheless wonderful). 
Are there any objective reasons? 

Yes. Take, for example, the striking 
accuracies of the Bible. 

In the first chapter of the Bible there 
are many statements about the natural 
world. And everything that science now 
believes is essential for life is included: 
light, air, water, land, plants, animals, and 
so on. Andevery one is created in proper 
sequence. You have to have light, for 
example, before you can have plants or 
animals. 

Now what is the likelihood of someone 
in a pre-scientific culture guessing all of 
that? One mathematician computed the 
odds as one in trillions. Yet there it is: a 
beautiful summary of the development of 
the cosmos, with no ridiculous elements, 
such as the cutting of some god into two 
pieces, one becoming the sky and the 
other the earth, as in other creation epics 
of the time. 

Could it be that science is laboriously 
tracing the workings of the same Mind 
that was behind the Bible?

knowing of the prophecies, decided that if 
he fulfilled them he would become the 
Messiah. So he plotted his whole ministry 
accordingly. Unfortunately, his accom- 
plices failed to rescue him from the cross 
in time to resuscitate him, and he died. 
How we explain what happened after that 
is another preposterous effort to get 
around the more obvious truth, and 
results in a second book by Schonfield. 

If the prophecies cannot be explained 
away, then, what is the likelihood of one 
man fulfilling in his own life these scores 
of prophecies “by chance”? 

Someone has put it in the order of 1x10. 
Another says it is perhaps 1x10 

I don’t understand mathematics too 
well. But I do know that this means it is so 
near impossible that I had better look for 
another explanation than mere coinci- 
dence. 

That explanation is this: the Bible is the 
Word of God. 

If so, the only sane question left is this: 
what has God said, and what am I doing in 
response to it?

Clusters mean something to many 


The editorial in the last issue of the 
observer, “Will We Ever Learn,” presents 
a very distorted picture of the Liberal 
Arts Cluster Program that is being tried 
this semester. The editorial contains so 
many errors that I seriously doubt if the 
editor really knows very much about 
either the registration procedures or the 
purpose of this experimental program. 

For example, the editor states in the 
first paragraph that she is “heartened by 
the fact that only 140 students are 
registered in the college’s new program.” 
The fact is that this was the maximum 
number that could register for the cluster 
sections this semester. If anything, we 
were extremely pleased with the student 
interest shown in the program. 

Following this misleading statement, 
the editor then notes that all new Liberal 
Arts students were sent a letter which 
described the clusters and asked them to 
return to the college an attached form if 
they had any interest in this program. The 
editor concludes that “the registrar’s 
office received fewer than 10 replies,” and 
questions, “Why wasn't the program 
dropped then?” 

I question if the editor has either read 
or has even seen this introductory letter. 
The facts are: that the Admission’s Office 
sent out the letters, not the registrar; that 


Dear Qisservor:Stafi: 

As I ponder on the editorial concerning 
the L.A. cluster, “Will We Ever Learn,” 
there are two things which are not true 
and one thing which is true. It is not true 
that the cluster experiment is intended to 
restrict students’ freedom of choice 
further in conjuction with the revised L.A. 
requirements; it is not true, I think and 
hope, that the freshmen who registered 
late were too lazy or stupid to figure out 
their own schedules if they so desired. 
What is true is the editor's propensity to 


pronounce a quick judgment with 
apparent lack of investigation and 
evaluation. 


For the freshman cluster, the following 
may be said: (1) It was offered as an option 
in the L.A. registration. It is not intended 
to, and does not, impinge upon the 
student’s freedom of choice. Students can 
leave it or take it. (2) The cluster is 
composed of five basic courses that fulfill 
evenly the portions of the L.A. 


many more than 10 replies were received 
by the admissions office; and that actually 
more than 200 new students eventually 
expressed an interest in the clusters 
during registration. 

For a variety of reasons, more than 70 
students were not able to register in the 
cluster program. We simply could not 
accommodate everyone.

“Synergistic” is the word used to 
describe the action of the B vitamins. One 
cannot take one B vitamin without taking 
the others. The intake of one or more of 
these vitamins increases the need for the 
others not supplied. 

According to Dr. Roger Williams in his 
article “Chemistry and Biochemistry of 
Pantothenic Acid” because the vitamins 
are needed equally by all the cells, a 
deficiency can produce severe damage 
before the condition can be noticed. No 
person is deficient in anyone of the B 
vitamins without being deficient in all of 
them. 

Some symptons of deficiencies are loss 
of hair, eczema, mental depression, 
anemia and muscular pains. According to 
Adelle Davis, former Nutritionist, no one 
should diagnois a B vitamin deficiency or 
any other without consulting a doctor who 
is knowledgeable in nutrition. To 
supplement your diet with an increase in a 
B vitamin can be as dangerous as not 
supplementing at all. 

All the B vitamins are obtained only 
from such foods as liver, yeast, Brewers 
yeast, and wheat germ. Suggested 
requirement by Adelle Davis are 
B1-1.5mg.; B2- 1.7mg; B3-20mg.; B6- 2mg;

Almost 7000 years ago a group of 
Indians camped in what is now known as 
Plaistow, New Hampshire. They lett 
behind some of their tools which have 
been excavated over the past six years by 
archaelogists and student from NECC. 

According to Paul Holmes, a member of 
the New Hampshire Archaelogical Soci- 
ety, the camp site was discovered in 1969 
by his son who while walking through the 
woods, recognized a stone chip as being a 
waste flake from the making of stone 
arrow heads. 

In 1971 excavation of the site began. 
“Over the past six years many stone 
artifacts including arrow heads, knives, 
and drill points which were used for 
punching holes have been unearthed,”

ology class began ore on the dig as an 
optional part of class. 


The process of excavation begins by 
dividing the area to be dug into quadrants 
measuring 1 ‘vz by 1 ' meters. The 
digging is then done entirely by hand with 
small shovels and masons’ trowels. All soil 
removed trom the quandrants is carefully 
sifted to expose any small artifact. 

Careful cataloguing of each artifact is 
made. Where it was found as well as the 
depth it was uncovered at are kept for 
future reference and comparison to 
artifacts found at other digs. 

According to Flyth the arrow heads 
found in Plaistow are similar in size and 
design to those found at a larger dig, 
Amoseag falls in Manchester, N.H. These 
facts support the theory that the Indians 
who camped in Plaistow are the same or 
related to those who camped at Amoskeag 
Falls. 

The fieldwork in Plaistow has been of 
great value to NECC $archeaology 
students. “As a supplement to lectures 
and readings the excavation in Plaistow 
has been important in exposing students 
to Archaelogical procedures,” Flyth said.

To become successful at any sport, 
practice is the key word. In Alpine Ski 
Racing, practice alone is not enough. A 
racer must be totally dedicated to ski 
racing to achieve success. Coaching is 
essential to the development of style and 
ability of the ski racer. The racer himself 
cannot detect his mistakes, it must be 
observed and told it his errors by a person 
knowledgable of the subject of ski racing. 
A coach also helps the racer to become 
more dedicated. 

Mental attitude, of the racer, plays a 
most important role in achieving ski 
racing excellence. Bob Beattie, former 
United States Ski Team Coach, once said, 
“Skiing is seventy-five percent mental and 
twenty-five percent physical.” What he 
meant was that in order to excel in skiing, 
one must be prepared mentally as well as 
physically. The mind is the single factor 
that separates the good racers from the 
great racers. They may be of equal 
abilities, but the great racers have that 
self-discipline and mind control that the 
good racers do not have. When a goal is 
established mentally and a strong desire is 
present, physical deficiencies can be 
overcome. 

Another segment which is important in 
determining success at ski racing’ is 
equipment. Great care must be exercised 
in the selection of equipment for 
competition. Skis, for example, must be 
selected not only by length, but also 
camber (the arch of the ski from tip to 
tail), quality of edges (metal strips on side 
of the bottom of the ski primarily to stop 
the ski from sliding when engaging in a 
turn), and Flex (the ability of the ski to 
bend from tip to tail). 

Camber is important because it 
determines the amount of ski bottom 
actually on the snow. Most racers prefer 
little or none so as to keep as much ski on 
the snow as possible, for attaining higher 
sspeeds. os 


_ Edges are probably the most important 


part of the ski as far as a racer is 


concerned. Most edges found on competi- 
tion skis are so sharp that a man could 
comfortably shave his face with them. 
Edges are this way to guarantee the ski 
holding on ice without sliding out from 
underneath the racer. 

Flex is important, in that, without it, 
carving the tight radius in turns, 
necessary in racing, would be almost 
impossible. Another part of the equipment 
that must be chosen carefully is bindings 
(the mechanisms which hold one’s ski boot 
to his ski). A racer must have bindings 
which are designed to keep the boot on ski 
even under extreme tension. 

Selection of wax is very important. The 
racer must predict the temperature 
outside at the time of the race to 
determine what type of wax to put on the 
bottoms of his skis, to reduce friction 
between the ski and the snow to a 
minimum. Poles (tubes of metal, which 
serve as stabilizers, held in each hand) 
must be chosen by weight, length, and 
durability. Most racers prefer a short, 
lightweight, and very durable pole usually 
made of an aluminum alloy similar to that 
used in the construction of airplanes. 

Practice, dedication, coaching, mental 
attitude and equipment are all necessary 
for success in ski racing, but the most 
withstanding characteristic. for profici- 
ency at ski racing is probably money, and 
for this reason alone many “would-be” 
great racers never get the opportunity to 
compete. The United States is the only 
member of the world cup ski racing circuit 
whose government does not provide any 
funds for support of it's own ski team. All 
of the United States ski teams capital and 


equity come from private donations.

This neat solution remains to be seen 
since the 01 account is supposedly frozen. 
Asked to comment on this, President 
Dimitry allowed that Governor Dukakis 
has called for state institutions to 
implement a no hire policy as well as a 
policy of not replacing people who vacate 
positions to attrition. 

President Dimitry, however, stated, “I 
feel that the governor is wrong. Once the 
state allocates our budget for the year we 
He cited the 
Willis-Harrington Act as the basis for his 
belief and he said that he intends to move 
in the direction of replacing any employee 
who leaves a position that already exists. 

Dimitry stated as well that he had 
asked the MBRCC for a tuition increase 
for DCE on July 20. The Administrative 
and Financial Committee rejected that 
proposal. There have also been several 
memoranda sent to the president of the 
MBRCC concerning the need for a tuition 
increase and the fact that a lay off would 
be the college’s only resource should a 
tuition increase be denied.

It seems that the administration has 
covered all bases, but the written policy of 
the MBRCC allows the administration of 
any member college to raise DCE tuition 
up to $25 per credit hour without the 
formal consent of MBRCC. This written 
policy has not been changed, but 
Bunkerhill Community College applied for 
a tuition increase from $18 to $22 per 
credit hour, when application was not 
necessary. The MBRCC refused that 
application in June of 1977. The Board, 
however, has never changed the written 


policy. 
When asked why NECC did not just go 
ahead and increase tuition without 


consulting MBRCC, Dr. Dimitry stated 
that Bunkerhill set a precedent by their 
application, and the policy has in effect 
been changed by “customs and usage.” 
Dimitry concluded, “I cannot claim not to 
know of that decision when in fact I 
actually do.” He did agree that the board 
“embarked on a contradiction in policy,” 
but he noted that he is absolutely 
accountable to them (MBRCC) for every 
penny he or anyone else at NECC spends. 


Miss Comeau revealed the first three 
faculty members hired were, John 
Finneran, Roland Kimball, and Nicholas 
Sarris.

The movie cost taxpayers $75,000. 
Redford said, “If one new business is 
generated by this film, it will be paid for 
six times over.” Arlo Guthrie and Nimoy 
presented the lifestyles, resourses and 
growth of the state people. Gov. Dukakis 
appeared and expressed the “brain 
power” and “technology” of Massachu- 
setts. The film pointed out the major steps 
of the industrial revolution made here, 
from Goddard’s first rocket launch of 1926, 
in Auburn, to the Space Lab tests going on 
at MIT. 


Dimitry made reference to the contrasv 
between the film’s portrayal of urban 
Boston and his hometown in Detroit, 
Mich. Redford is also from the Detroit 
area, and they both felt Haverhil 
state communities have done well since 
the redevelopment plans have been 
implemented. Redford placed Haverhill as 
a leader in local redevelopment and 
economic trends. 


Mr. William Kennedy, Executive 
Director of the City’s Economic Develop- 
ment, narrated a short slideshow of the 
Haverhill growth in recent years. 
Kennedy made reference to the new bank 
now in construction downtown, the 
Washington Square improvements, the 
new Bradford water tank, and other 
developments for the future. The slide 
show preceded Mr. Redford and ex- 
pressed the need to restore all old 
buildings in the heart of the city. Redford 
said, “These old buildings were made to 
last a long time. They can and should be 
restored to attract cluster businesses.” 


The film was a 26 minute version to be 
used as a tool to try to reach target 
businesses in and out of the state. Redford 
hopes the movie will inspire local firms to 
become stronger and to invest more into 
the state.

The movie tries to get -the 
viewer -at almost a sublimal level with 
visual beauty of natural and man-made 
resources. A 13 minute version can be 
used for filler spots on television or 
smaller lectures. 


A brief question and answer period 
followed the film and slide show. Redford 
said, “We are not going on an out-of-state 
campaign for businesses. Most new jobs 
will come from state firms getting 
stronger and expanding. I hope this film 
will encourage people in the state and 
attract transfers from other areas 
nationwide.” He said, “The film will be 
shown nationwide in hopes of furthering 
the cause of development and economic

But the catch is that 
they are written in old Hebrew. Well, God 
comes to the rescue and appears, bringing 
Denver his catsup which the room service 
forgot. And after God answers the 
questions for Denver, he instructs him to 
tell one of the money-making evangelists, 
on the board, that God knows he’s a phony 
and wants him to stop his money-making 
preaching. Denver did so and ended up in 
court with slander charges. While 
stumbling along trying to make a skeptical 


court believe that he’s telling the truth, 
Burns appears for Denver. The court will 
accept nothing less of tricks which Burns 
does and Denver is found innocent.
